JNEVADA CATTLE KANCHES. 


J. B. Armstrong, of Santa Rosa, Cal. 


writes liu interesting sketch for tbi 
Rural NewJYprkerjm the_cuttle iudue 
try of Nevada, from which we quote as 
follows: 


Between the Hurnboldt river iu Ne 


vuda and Crooked river, in Eastern Ore 
gon, thero is a moantuin region extend 
ing over many degrees of latitude anc 
longitude, monopolized chiefly by four 
great firms of cattle kings. The terri- 
tory over which their herds roam is 
larger than the State of Pennsylvania 
On the approach of Winter the cattle 
gather at a few cantral points callsc 
"sinks," where rivers disappear myster- 
iously in meadows and never rise again. 
These sinks are lakes in the Spring aud 
meadows from irhioh hay is cut in the 
Summer. The firms of Riley & Hardiu, 
Todhunter & Devine and Glenn & 
French are the principal cattle owners 
O utside of the bauds owned by these, 
there arc probably 10,000 head in thai 
district, chiefly held by Burns, Stoffal 
& Co., who have about 8,000. 
Glenn & 


.French own from 15,000 to 20,000. 
This is the famous Dr. Glenn, of Co- 
lusa, California, whose wheat crop 
is about 1,000,000 bushels yearly. Th« 
two other firms own between 25,000 and 
30,000 each. They do not know the 
exact number themselves. Their ranges 
cover si stretch of country reaching from 
tbe Hurnboldt river, at or about the 
Central Pacific Railroad, northwardly 
to Crooked river, in Grant county, Ore 
gon, where, duriug the Summer time, 
after the grand rodero, the cattle are 
suffered to run almost at will. 


Between the extreme points the dis 


tanoe from near neighbors is 40 or 50 
miles after leaving the vicinity of Wiu- 
nemucca, and the road, though rough, 
may bo traversed ou wheels. A drive 
of 34 miles carries on« across the pic- 
turesque Santa Kosa range to Kuue's 
Spring, a range owned by Itiley & Hard- 
in, where the valley is covered with 
sagebrush. 
It looks a picturs of deso- 


lation hemmed in by uuked mountains; 
but, being watered where cleared, the 
soil produces grain. Eight mileb be- 
yond is Buffalo Springs, u ranch where 
they grow 400 acres of barley. It is yet 
32 miles to their headquarter-) 
on 


Quiun's river, where thers are dwell- 
ings stables and corrals. 
Here are the 


meadows formed by the sink or the 
river, which yield about 2,000 tons of 
hay. 
No women or children are seen. 


Men-cooks get up the "grub" and dis- 
pense the hospitalities. Thoy abandon 
housekeeping in branding time.nud take 
the fi«ld with tents) and wagons iu the 
rear of the cowboys. These ranches are 
enclosed by 40 miles of wire fence. 


It is 50 miles northwestwardly to the 


next ranch owned by Kiley & Hardiu, 
called Oregon canyon. The intervening 
country of small gulches and rough 
mountain-sides affords considerable feed 
but would be valueless to a squatter, 
because the living water, here and thero, 
is owned. There is still another reason, 
which is,, that the Winters are somc- 
tiuu s vi-iy tt Vf iv unit t>:ote-> ot !uiy are 
needed, especially for the cows. During 
the Winter of 1873-74 Kiley & Hardin 
lost 2,000 cattle. In 1878-79 their loss 
was still greater, though they had more 
than 1,000 tons of hay to eke out tho 
feed. The timber consists of a few scat- 
tering quaking asp trees along the water 
courses, and the only other shelter is 
the leeward sides of the hills. 


Warm Springs ranch is still 150 miles 


beyond. The road lends through Tod- 
hunter & Devino's range of 50,000 
acres, most of which is patented. Isaac 
Foster is manager of the Oregon ranch, 
whsre there are 12,000 caitle. Being in 
the region of fiiia bunch grass, very 
little hay is needed. When pinched 
with the cold and the ground is covered 
with snow, Ikere is plenty of browse ou 
grease-wood and brown sage, which 
keeps cattle in fair condition. It is not 
the sort ot, sage seeu from the windows 
of railway cius, but a variety of smaller 
growth, which is mote palatable. 


Few beeves ;ire shipped East, though 


Riley or HarUin sold 200 head at $61 
apiece last Spring for Chicago. San 
Francisco is their chief market, and tbe 
Quiuu'e River station is the point of de- 
parture, or clearing station, for all the 
ethers. Col. Hardin has charge here, 
with 400 saddl* horses iu reserve at the 
different ranches for his men.

Eastern lirtu of drovers, in July, 1862, 
purchased 25,000 cuttle iu Oregon to 
drive to the States. While ou the way 
oust one partner sold out to the other 
for $260,000 profit. Riley & Hardiu 
had a neighbor named Brown who was 
located in Oregon canyon, whore his 
little kingdom was undisturbed by rival 
claimants. 
Hu had corraled all the 


water aud stretched a barbed wire fence 
arouud 2,000 acros of green meadow- 
land where the stream disappeared, 
claiming not only thesiuk, but till the ad- 
jacent range by virtue of his rights 
of discovery aud possession. 
IH this 


these bold prospectors ure protected by 
local laws until the Government m.ikes 
a snrvoy. Then they may locate* it 
under some of the various Acts of Con- 
gress. 
Tho Swaiup Act, setting it apart 


•to the State, is extremely favorable, giv- 
ing it to the purchaser on long time, by 


' the payment of 20 per cent, in hand aud 


one dollar au acre thereafter, with in- 
terest, day of payment deferred iudefi- 
.uitely, conditioned upon the land being 
drained. The Desert Land Grab Act 
•values the laud in the same way, aud 
permits the purchaser to enter all he 
•can pay for. Brown had not made &u 
entry, His title was merely possessory; 
but in that it was good agamxt all the 
world until the land was put in the 
market. His chief outlay was $3,000 


for posts, wire and fencing. He ha 
3,000 grown cattle and COO or 70' 
oalr*B. It cost aa much to keep up thi 
detached station as if h« owned 10,00 
head. So he offered to sell out, look 
stock and barrel—3,000 
cattle (no 


counting calves) far $11 each, and $3, 
000 for improT«m«uts—total, $36,000 
oue-third in hand, as soon as the uattl 
were hunted up, the balance in one an 
two yeais with 10 per cent, interesl 
When his offer was accepted the pui 
chasers found enough bullocks in mar

The natural increase of th 


herd, without making any other addi 
lion to it, together with the rapid ad 
vance in prices, enabled the buyers ti 
meet the payments of 1881-82, leavin 
them at present a drove worth full;

There are more than 8,000 cows, man 
of them grades, aud 200 Durham bulls 
These were purchased of well-known 
breeders in California. They are con 
stantly improving their stock, and yea 
by year furnishing the markets of the 
coast with better beeves. 


'LOSSES: 


Interviewing Mr. Riley, I inquired i 


lie and his partner did not often los 
small bands of cattle which were alway 
roaming at will. He thought not; a 
least they never missed any. If, by no 
cideut, those belonging to the nex 
range were discavered with a neighbor'* 
hrrd they were promptly driven home 
It is the interest of all to cultivate the 
most friendly relations, and dishones 
cowboys are not tolerated or employed 
Parties of hunters sometimes get shor 
of meat :vnj are told to kill a bullock 
or are given a quarter of beef, as a mat 
tor of course. A funny story is cnrreu 
hero respecting such rights in property 
when hunger presses; but I do no 
vouch for its truth. Some cowboys 
were dining otie day off an ox which 
bore the brand of a neighbor, as evi 
.lenced by the hide, which R passing 
wayfarer noted as he rode by. Arrivei 
that evening at the owner's shanty h 
was mean enough,to inform him. Th 
lord of countless herds, then engaged in 
butchering, looked up and carelessly 
remarked, "Drat the difference; I'm 
skinning one of theirs!" 


At intervals of a few years apart then 


are Indian wars all along the lines o 
these frontiers:.

savages, tempted by plunder, some 
times make raids after cattle, and star 
;hen> off into the mountains. 
But the 


travel of oxen is not so swift ag the pur

Bride, railroud ageut ut Winnemucca, 
the Silver State is enabled to give its 
readers a statement of the cattle and 
wool business of Humboldt county, us 
shown by the books of the railroad com- 
pany. In 1882 there were shipped lo 
Situ Fnuii'isc'O, 13,079 fnt beeves; to 
Oakland stock yards, 3,711; to 'Sacra- 
mento, 998; to Ogden, 531; to all other 
points, 2,056, making the total ship- 
ments of cattle for the year, 20,975. 
In 


addition to this there were 37 cars of 
dressed beef shipped to San Francisco. 
These cars averaged about 38 bullocks, 
making about 1,200 head, which in- 
creases the total shipments o£ beeves 
from this station in 1882 to 22,175 head. 
In 1880 the shipments of .'beef cattle 
aggregated 21,302, and in 1881, 29,382, 
exclusive of soma 2,000 calves. Over 
5,000 head uf stock cattle, which were 
shipped Eust, is included iu the ship- 
ments of 1881, so that the shipments of 
beef cattle iu 1882 were up to the aver- 
age,

The wool shipments in 1881 aggre-1 


gated 227,127 pounds, of which 155,827 
pounds were shipped to ban Fraucisco 
and the rest East. In 1882 the wool 
shipments ugggreguted 349,585 pounds, 
of which only 24,940 were shipped to 
San Francisco.
